Worceſter, William Zankey of Arely, was ſucd for 9 1. and treble damages being 
recovered againſt him, had his Goods fſciz'd ro the vaiue of 34. 1. 

Daniel Tipper of the fame, was ſued for 8 J. and treble damages being recovered 
againſt him, had his Goods ſeized to the value of 3o 1. viz. all his Cows, all his 
botſes, ail his Sheep bur One. . | 
The ſaid Zankey and Tipper, both at the ſame time, Profſecuted for ſmall Tithes in 
the Spiricual Courts ; thereby co have their Bodies in Priſon, 2s weil as to rake their 
Goods; and were actually Impriſoned thereupon, by the Wrir, De Excommunicato 
Capiende. 

"ao Fohbn Love of Canterbury, for Fifry odd Shillings Sued by Humphry Brailsford of 

Canterbury, and by proceſs from the Exchequer impriſoned, being a poor Man, and a 
Laſt-maker, and: hath a ſickly Wife, and four ſmall Children, whoſe Maintenance de- 
ends upon his Labour. 
Surry. Nat. Owen of Coxlſdon, had his Corn taken away in kind, for the Years 93, 
24, and 95, by Timothy Turner, ReCtor of the ſaid Place.
